In a dramatic, emotion-charged press con- 
ference, he appealed to the public to step over 
the heads of the government and stop it from 
forcing the power’commission to refinance 
some of its loans so that Premier Bennett can 
claim: by 1960 that he has paid off.the direct 
debt of B.C. 


Mr. Briggs charged that the financial plan will cost 
the commission $215,000 a year and this will have to be 
paid by its consumers. 

It was one of the most sensational . interviews 
ever given by a public official in the history of the prov- 
ince. 

As he neared the end of reading his 3,000-word 
statement Mr. Briggs. broke down, turned and looked 
out of the window of his dffice. 

He wiped tears from his eyes, then took control 
of himself and resumed the conference. 

He announced he doesn't intend to resign his post, 
which he took four years ago, but if he is fired he will 
make a non-political tour of the province to stump the 
platforms and tell the people the “rancid things” that-go 
on in electric power matters, 


Commission Forced Into Losses 


In addition to his charge that pressure is being dr 
on the power commission—to—do—the refinancing, 
Briggs declared twice previously the government has 
forced the commission into losses, once for $60,000 and 
“another for $115,000. 

This came about when the causa was float- 
ing power commission loans but invested a lot of gov- 
ernment_money in them. Instead of the bonds 
tirectly from government funds, the government floated 
the loans through bond houses and paid the necessary 
commissions, which could have been avoided: 

_ “My objections got nowhere,’ Mr. Briggs declared. 

But his main concern is the Premier's plan to re- 
finance the original issues put out by the government 
between 1945 and 1952 to set the,power commission up 
in business. 

These borrowings were made directly by the gov- 
ernment. The money was turned over to the power 
commission, which undertook to -pay all the sinking 
| funds and interest. But the bonds are direct govern- 
| | ment bonds. 

(Since that time, loans for the hydro have been 
|put out as power commission bonds with government 
| guarantees.) 
| It is the rearrangement of these original bonds, at 
|higher rates than were obtained at the time of issue, 
| which will cost the power commission the money, he

Power From the Sun 


NEW YORK--One-third of Canada is cov. 
ered by desert. 

This little-known fact makes UN Research 
on solar energy of particular interest to 
Canadians. Deserts are the poorest parts ‘of 
the world, but they are rich in one resource 
—sunshine—anéd many scientists are opti- 
mistic that eventually this resource will be 
@ major factor in making 
them productive. 

The Canadian desert cov- 
ers approximately. one mil- 
lion square miles, the ohe- 
third of - Canada ‘lying 
north of the timberline. It 
is the world’s northern- 
most desert. -It's also the 
world’s wettest desert— 
quite Hterally a desert 
covered by lakes. Along 
with the Russian desert, it 
is the world’s coldest desert and this makes 
energy sources of particular importance. 

At the’ moment fuel for the Canddian 
desert is carried north at great cost by water 
orair, Ultimately it’s hoped that energy will 
be supplied by nuclear reactors, by| northern 
oil, or perhaps by solar furnaces. +

Stimulation ef solar energy research is 
mentioned as one of the objects behind an 
American resolution submitted to the United 


_ Nations calling for an international effort to 


speed world development. One of the pro- 
posals advanced in the American resolution 
ts for stepped-up scientific co-operation, and 
American spokesmen pointed to solar energy 
research asa logical starting point. 
Harnessing of solar energy has already 
progressed past the experimental-stage-"** 
publication put out by UNESCO reports that 
in France solar-furneces are being used_to

Soviet scientists have plans for a solar

The mirrors will roll 
around these tracks, following, the sun, and 
concentrating its rays. on a boiler set ‘on a 
130-foot tower. The UNESCO publication re- 
ports that Soviet scientists estimate that the 
1,300 mirrors will cqliect enough solar energy 
to generate 25 million kilowatt hours of 
electricity annually. 

-In Israel, a solar-powered chemical fac- 
tory-is now being built to produce fertilizers 
anc insecticides. 

In the United States, solar-heated homes 
have been built in both hot, stnny Arizona 
and in Maine,~a state with an essentially 
Canadian climate. 

“Not so many years from now, houses 
around the world may be heated (or cooled) 
by a furnace situated some 93 million miles 
away,” said the UNESCO editots, reporting 
on the American experiments, —

This fellow rates high on the 
list of best dressed -animals, 
His fur is rather short; silky 
soft and snowy, white. His tail 


is also white and silky, except 
for an inch on the. end, which 
is jet black. The ermine wears 
his exquisite coat as though he 
has a right to it, and so he 
has. After all, he belongs to 
a family of best dressed ani- 
mals. He is cousin to the 
mink, the martin, the sable and 
the otter. 

The elegant ermine himself 
is actually a weasel in winter 
.clothing. The weasels that live 
in the frozen north may wear 
white all year round. Those 
that live where winter snows 
cover the ground wear brown 
in summer and white in 
winter. The weasels of the 
warm southland wear brown 
all year jround. However, 
-whether.._hestays-- brown —or 
changes to white, a weasel al- 
-ways-dons a warmer, thicker 
coat in the fall and he always 
wears a black tip on his tail. 


In the north the wéasel be- 
gins to change his brown sum- 
mer coat with the first snow 
fall. The summer coat may be 
dark,- light tan or a lovely

He Kills for Pleasure * 


The character of this eegant 
fellow, however, is another 
matter. He is the most biood- 
thirsty small animal that ever 


stalked the woods and fields. | 


His diet is fresh killed meat. 
Most animals: kill only to eat. 
No so Mr. Ermine. He kills 
everything in sight. 

Once in a great while Mr. 
Ermine-Wease! raids a chicken 
coop, leaving a trail of blood 
and murder behind him. This 
bad habit rates him as our 
enemy. But let's examine all 
the facts before we decide to 
get rid of him. 

The ermine, like all weasels, 
is a mortal enemy of rats, 
‘mice and other rodents that 
destroy crops. When he enters 
a rat hole he kills every. rat, 


big or little, before settling |

“Power From the Sun 


NEW YORK—One-third of Canada is cov- 
—ered by desert. 

This little-known fact makes UN research 
on solar energy of particular interest to 
Canadians. Deserts are the poorest parts of 
the world, but they are rich in one resource 
—sunshine—and many scientists are opti- 
mistic that eventually this resource will be 
a major factor in making 
them productive. 

‘The Canadian desert cov- 
ers approximately one mil- 
lion square miles, the one- 


is the world’s northern- 
most desert. It's also the @ 
world’s wettest desert— 
Hterally a desert 


with.the Russian desert, it 
is the world’s coldest desert and this makes 
energy sources of particular importance. 

At the moment fuel for the Canadian 

desert is carried north at great cost by water 
orair. Ultimately it’s hoped that energy will 
- be supplied by nuclear.reactors, by northern 
oil, or perhaps by solar furnaces. 
* * . 

Stimulation of solar energy research is 
mentioned as one of the objects behind an 
American resolution submitted to the United 
Nations calling for an international effort to 
speed world development. One of the pro- 
posals advanced in the American resolution 
is for stegned-up scientific co-operation, and 
American spokesmen pointed to solar energy 
research as a logical starting point. 

Harnessing of solar energy has already 
‘progressed past’ the experimental stages” 
publication put out by UNESCO reports that 
in France solar furnaées are being used to 
produce 60 kilograms of zirconia daily, a 
material used in high-temperature furnaces.

Soviet scientists have plans for a solar 
energy station powered by five acres of mir- 
rors rolling on 15 circular railroad tracks, 
one inside the other. The mirrors will roll 
around these tracks, following the sun, and 
concentrating its rays on ia boiler set on a 
130-foot tower. The UNESCO publication re- 
ports that Soviet scientists estimate that the 
1,300 mirrors will collect enough solar energy 
to-generate 25 million kilowatt hours of 
electricity annually. 

In Issael, a solar-powered chemical face 
tory is now being built to produce fertilizers 
and insecticides. 

In the United States, solar-heated homes 
have been built in both hot, sunmy Arizona 
and in Maine, a state with an essentially 
Canadian climate. 

“Not so many years fram now, houses 
around the world may be heated (or epoled) 
by a furnace situated some 93 million miles 
away,” said the UNESCO editors, reporting 
on the American experiments.

Already on the market is a solar-powered 
portable radio which sells for only slightly 
more than conventional battery models, 
When the sun isn't shining, or for use inside, 
the radio uses conventional power sources. 

Like the French, American -firms are 
making solar-powered water heaters and 
5,000 have so far been sold in the U.S. 

An unusual use for the new power source 
is to operate distilleries. Solar stills are now 
being operated by a French firm to turn out

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‘Prostitutes’ 
| Users to Pay 
. Premier's Pledge 


H. Lee Briggs, general manager of the B.C. 
Power Commission, today charged the provin- 
cial government with prostituting the 80,000 
customers of the commission to fulfil political 
promises. 


In a dramatic, emotion-charged press con- 
ference, he appealed to the public to step over 
the heads of the government and stop it from 
foreing the power commission to refinance 
some of its loans so that Premier Bennett can 


claim by 1960 that he has paid off the direct 
debt of B.C. 

Mr. Briggs charged that the financial plan will cost 
the commission $215,000 a year and this will have to be 
paid by its consumers. 

It was one of the most sensational interviews 
ever given by a public official in the history of the prov- 
ince. 

As he neared the end of reading his 3,000-word 
statement Mr. Briggs broke down, turned and looked 
out of the window of his office. 

He wiped tears from his eyes, then took control 
of himself and resumed the conference. 

He announced he doesn't intend to resign his post, 
which he took four years ago, but if he is fired he will 
make a non-political tour of the province to stump the 
platforms and tell the people the “rancid things” that go 
on in electric power matters. ; 


Commission Forced Into Losses 


In addition to his charge that pressure is being put 
on the power commission to do the refinancing, Mr. 
Briggs declared twice previously the government has 
forced the commission into losses, once for $60,000 and 

another for $115,000. 

| This came about when the government was float- 
ing power commission loans but invested a lot of gov- 
ernment money in them. Instead of buying the bonds 
lirectly from government funds, the government floated 
| the loans through bond houses and paid the necessary 
commissions, which could have been avoided. 

“My objections got nowhere,” Mr. Briggs declared. 

But his main concern is the Premier’s plan to re- 
| finance the original issues put out by the government 
between 1945. and 1952 to set the power commission up 
‘in business. 

These borrowings were made directly by the gov- 
jernment. The money was turned over to the power 
commission, which undertook to pay all the sinking 
funds and interest. But the bonds are direct govern- 
ment bonds. 

(Since that time, loans for the hydro have been 
put out as power commission bonds with government

“Although the Power Commission is to be 
pushed into higher costs for its customers to 
carry, there is to be no change in the status of 
the original bonds either as to ownership or as to 
their rate of interest. The scheme is to turn over 
now to the Sinking Fund Trustees, the equivalent 
value of all future sinking fund payments so that 
these, ther with the interest earnings there- 
on, will sufficfent to provide for future 
interest charges (still at 3.1%) and in addition, 
discharge fully the original obligations when they 
come due for payment at the normal time: 

“Thus the direct obligation of the Province 
for these bonds would be transferred on a fully 
paid-up basis to the Sinking Fund Trustees. The 
direct o tions of the Province would in effect 
be extinguished now.

BERLIN (AP)—Prem 


ier Otto Grotewohl indicated: 


today Russia might be ready for a one-sided withdrawal 
of its troops from Germany, then suddenly backed 
down on his announcement tonight. 


It appeared Grotewoh! had 
been told by the Kremlin to 
make it clear Soviet troops 
will stay until Western armies 
get out of West Germany. 


The East German premier 
earlier had told a press con- 
ference that his regime ex- 
pected to open talks soon with 
Russian Premier Khrushchev 
on the withdrawal of Russian 
troops from the satellite na- 
tion, 


Under questioning from 
Western reporters, he added 
that Russia “perhaps” would 
also stick to its old proviso 
calling for simultaneous with- 
drawal of Russian and West- 
ern troops from Germany. 


Tonight an official correc- 
tion. was issued on the tran- 
script of the press conference. 

The correction changed the 
“perhaps” to “naturally” in the 
Grotewohl statement. This 
meant that the East German 
premier how ‘was admitting 
that any withdrawal of Rus- 
sian troops from his land de- 
pended on Western forces leav- 
ing the Bonn republic, 

The West repeatedly has 
rejected this in the past, insist- 
ing that Russia first must 
agree to German reunification 
through free elections. 

Grotewohl's first statement 
followed weekend demands by 
Khrushchev that the Western 
powers withdraw from Berlin. 

Grotewohl denounced as 
“sensational” western specula- 
tion that the Communists 
might he Planning a 
blockade of West Berlin. 

“Berlin,” he said, “is ‘one | 
question, but it is not the big 
gest question.”
